In the
preparation of tho report, and the two
of them will try to make the best show¬
ing possible, one that will quiet the
Senate and House, especially the latter.
The simple fact that not a shovel or a

Work on the Battleships.
The annual report of the Bureau of Con¬

struction and Repair of the Navy De¬
partment says that the work on the
battleship Connecticut Is progressing sat¬
isfactorily, and that, but for delays In
the delivery of armor. It Is more than
probable that this vessel would have .been
completed In contract time. In which case

It would have been the first vessel so
constructed since the reconstruction of
the navy begnn in 18S3. Continuing, the
report says:
"It was anticipated that the cost of con¬

struction of the Connecticut In a navy
yard would exceed the contract price
uf the Louisiana, her sister vessel, under
construction at Newport News. Every
effort, however, is being made to keep
the cost within the limit lixed by Con-
gr«_s, and It is hoped that It will not
be necessary to recommend an extension
of the limit of cost In this case. The
state of progress of work on the Con-,
nectlcu* Is slightly in advance of thnt on
the Louisiana, but for many months their
rate of progress has been almost Identi¬
cal, and It Is safe to assume that the
dutcs of completion of the two vessels
will not differ to any considerable ex¬
tent."
The report then recites a reference to

its annual report of last year, In which
11 was said :
"Although every possible precaution Is

being taken to reduce the cost of tho
Connecticut to the most economical basis,
tt can hardly lie hoped that the work will
be done as cheaply as when performed In
private shipbuilding yards, whose rates
>f pay for nine hours' work are In many
rases lees than those being paid for eight
hours' work at the navy yard at New
i'ork. It may also be noted that private
yards do not pay their per diem employes
for holiday or when on leave, whereas a
«cry large proportion of the per dletn
employes on the Connecticut receive pay
for fifteen »J.!>.-,' leave and seven public
holidays during the calendar year, with¬
out any work being dono in return

'.«ine «if the principal objects to be at-
talned In building vessels in government
yards Is the maintenance of the organi¬
sation >»f the yard nnd the provision of
suitable work for experienced mechanics
during the, absence."
From the above It will be .^r-en that If

thi navy yard at Brooklyn Is able to
complete the Connecticut'In the same
length of time and at tin: same cost as
Ihe Louisiana Is completed, the Navy De¬
partment will bo Inclined to recommend
thai wherever possible new battleships¡»brill be built by the government.
The Texas was built at tho Norfolk

navy yard.
It seems that the Connecticut has got¬

ten very much the udvantage of the
Louisiana in the matter of armor, al¬though the Navy Department complainsthat the non-arrival of the armor for the
Connecticut Is delaying tho work on thatvossel. The report shows that there has
been l.t«?C'._4 poundB of armor deliveredfor the Connecticut und only 1,057.828 fortho Louisiana.

Norfolk. Navy Yard.
in Its reeommemlatlons for the Nor¬folk navy yard the report says that Itmust be improved, and that ut presentIt is in rather a neglected condition,¦.wing to limited appropriations made hitho past. It says In part:
"The yard Is located on Elizabeth

Slyer, easy reach of Hampton Roads,«vhere large fleets must of necessity ren-Sezvous". The ch-innel. though perhapsnot aa deep and ua wide as It ought to
te. can easily bo Increased, both In depthuid width. Its location shelters It from
rough sens and from tho enemy In time»f war.

"It seems evident that the best inter¬
ests of the. government require that this
yard be made ono of the foremost In
the country.
"Improvements In this ynrd have not

kept pace with the increase of the navy.In recent years appropriations for tho
yard havo been comparatively limited,
and tho Improvements authorlvud have
been Isolated and have not formed part
of the general scheme covering the com¬
prehensive development of tho entfro
yard. Many of the present buildings »re
very old, sadly In noed of repulía arid
painting, or renewal In some eases; many
streets remain unpaved; tho waterfront
in general should be Improved.

"It would appear that the best inter-
exts of the government demand that the
development of this yard proceed on a
liberal und comprehensive basis, com¬
mensurate with the demands that must
inevitably be put upon ii In this location.
"This matter cannot b»* too strongly

urged. In the past determined efforts
havo been mud«: to meet the demands
of the yard, but the appropriations have
b'«.-:: Insufficient to meet those demands.

BALTIMORE, MD.. January 2..The

«rand Jury which has been Investigating
the affairs ol the Maryland Trurit Com¬
pany under tiio old regime to-day return¬
ed presentments against three of tho
former officials. One of them, Henry
J. Bowdoin, who was tho vice-president,
and in active charge at the tlmu of
suspension, was arrested on a capias
from the criminal court and released un¬
der a bond of ten thousand dollars. The
other two have not been arrested, and
until they are taken into custody their
names are withheld by the State attor¬
ney's oilico.
It is stated unofficially, however, that

they are JJ. Wilcox Brown, formerly
president of the company, and now re¬
siding at Afton, Va., and J. Bernard
Scott, formerly tho company's treasurer,
and now, It Is said, a resident of Georgia.
Friends of these two express the opinion
that they will, as soon as they learn of
heir presentment, return to this city and
give ball.
The presentments charge violation of

the law prohibiting issuing of '"false or
fraudulent statements regarding the
financial condition of any corporation."
No specific offense Is cited and the
.Maryland Trust Compuany Is not mimed.
Mr. Bowdoin refused to make any state-
ment .referring all Inquirers to his at-]
torney, who declares hlmsc-lf and his
client uttorly in the dark, except for tho
bald fact of tho presentment.

Council Adopts Resolution Call¬
ing For Searching Exami¬

nation of Situation.

LONG AND BUSY SESSION

Manchester-Richmond Consolida¬
tion Plan.Two Mem¬

bers Resign.

The Common Council held Its first reg¬
ular meeting of tho New'Year lust night
transacting a mass of business and giv¬
ing Ritontlon to a number of matters of
special Interest and Importance.
A sensational feature of the session was

n preamble and a sot of resolutions of¬
fered by Dr. Williams, a physician nnd
member of tho body, who declared In tho

preamhjo that accord'ng to United
States statistics Richmond Is regarded
us the most unhealthy city in the Utiion.
The resolutions intimate that if thla
bo true It Is duo to Inefficiency of the
Health Department and a rigid Investi¬
gation is called for. The resolution»
passed.
Tne matter of tho consolidation of the

two cities on tho James was gotten In
shape by tho acceptance of tho Joint
committee's proposition to have a speclnl
steering commltteo to work on the State
Legislatur,« for a general permitting con¬
tiguous cities and towns to consolldiitu as
one municipality.
Tho vigorous reply of Superintendent

KnowlcB, of tho Gas Works, to tho gaB
export which nppeurs elsewhere In Hi's
paper, came before the body, but with¬
out being read It was ordered printed.
Two members of tho body resigned and

their places were filled In the usual way.

Proceedings in Detail.
After the calling of the roll, showing

twenty-live members present, and the
rending of the minutes. President Peters
made a little New Year talk, In which
he took occnslon to say that Richmond
had never had a more prosperous year
than that of 19Ù5. He attributed the city's
prosperity largely to the wisdom of the
Council, which body had been attentive
to business at all times during the year.
Tho president thanked fhe councilman,
the clerks, the sergeant-nt-arms and the
newspaper reporters for ttielr good work
during the past year. In conclusion, the
president expressed the hope that in the
forthcoming election* all the members
may be returned to their seats. Some¬
body "seconded the motion," and the
whole Council «laughed.
Communication.« from the Mayor wcro

read. Among others read was one veto¬
ing the ordinance allowing the Southern
Railway to extend Its spur track. The
Mayor's objection is that the ordinance
does not specify a limit of time In which
the railway may be allowed to unload
cars, etc. Mr. Pollock said a new ordi¬
nance hnd been prepared to meet the
Mayor's objections, and he hoped the
veto would be sustained. Which was done.
-A. number of minor ordinances pronoscd
by the Street. -Committee. Mr. Fölloblc,
chairman, were adopted without division
or discussion.
The Committee- on Light submitted the

special report of Superintendent Knowles,published In another column. In reply to
the report of the gas expert. Mr. Bruce,rfih the recommendation that It bo
prihted. It was so ordered, and the
elaborate report goes to the printer. Mr.jiPortpn', chairman of the special gas In¬
vestigation committee, asketl that tills
committee be authorized to print Its re¬
port also. Tho committee was so au¬
thorised.
The Water Commltteo submitted the

contract made with the Caldwell, Wilcox
Company to build the Iron gates to the
new settling basin, which contract was
approved.

Amendments to Charter.
The Committee on Ordinances, Charter

and Reform submitted a number of
amendments to the city charter, and byresolution a Joint committee was author¬
ized to assist the city attorney In pre¬paring and preeenting the proposed
amendment« to the Incoming Legislature.
The main features of the proposed amend¬
ments aro such a« are necessary to avoid
another trouble in offico in the event of
the death of Incumbents.
The Finance Committee made an elab¬

orate report, and among other thingsreported adversely on the proposition to
appropriate &.Ö0O for the erection of a
granite arch across Broad Street iff a
point of Intersection with Chlmborazo
Park.
Mr. Garber, In speaking to the question,complained that the Council and tho

press were giving the East Knd ft black
eye. He Introduced ¿ho proposltioi to
spend this money for ornamentation in
the East End, nnd he,wanted to see it
pass In spite of the adverso report of
the Finance Committee. He dliin't want
to see all the money go to the Wtst
End. The report of tho committee was
adopted. '.
Mr. -Pollard, from the Finance Com-

mltteo, reported an amendment to the
former report on tho widening of Moriu-
ment Avenue, which simply authorizes

ment incorrect, In fact, and there¬
fore lltibl«; to do great Injury to' our
city; and,
Wheroas, thpro are annually nearly

three hundred deaths from tubercu¬
losis, u pi eve n la bio disease; and,
Whereas, the foregoing (acts and

the ollli'ial .reporta reforrcd to clearly
show, .that either tho ..prospiu- ordi¬
nances uro Inadequate to protout,.-or
are hieillclohtly enforced, or. both;
